Seasonal safety

CHRISTMAS is just 
around the comer. But 
while we enjoy the party 
season, what issues do 
Hackney’s authorities face? 

Shoreditch Safer 
Neighbourhoods Inspector, 
Graham Simpson, explains: 
“At this time of year, there 
are more people coming 
into the borough for a night 
out, so we step up patrols 
and make use of additional 
police units. 

“We want everyone to 
enjoy themselves, but stay 
safe. For a small minority, 


being drunk can make you 
susceptible to traffic 
accidents or having your 
belongings stolen.” 

Police also urged revellers 
to take care when trying to 
get home. Inspector 
Simpson added: “Please 
plan your journey, neither 
men or women should put 
themselves in vulnerable 
situations. Text ‘home’ to 
Cabwise on 60835 and 
you’ll get a local taxi 
number.” 

The Council’s Licensing 
Unit is making sure bars 
comply with the law and 
keep customers safe. 
Working with the police, 


fire brigade and Council’s 
trading standards and noise 
pollution teams, they keep 
a check on premises that 
have had problems in the 
past. 

Police have also launched 
‘Operation Spotlight’, a 
Christmas anti-burglary 


campaign targeting known 
offenders, making arrests in 
recent raids. Police also 
advise keeping presents out 
of sight, using a light timer, 
and asking neighbours to 
keep an eye out if you are 
away over the festive 
season.

C LIVE Rowe is the 
consummate 
pantomime dame. 
Oh yes he is! 

Described by The Guardian 
as ‘one of the greatest’, the 
Lancashire-born thesp has 
become a Hackney 
institution. 

In the seven years he’s 
been playing here, Clive has 
cultivated a loyal local 
following who turn out in 
force each Christmas to see 
him camp up his dramatic 
chops. 

Last year, he starred in 
Dick Whittington; this year 
Clive takes the lead in the 
Empire’s production of 
Mother Goose. The show 
incorporates high-jinks and 
high drama to charming 
effect, with Clive the shining 
star in a stellar cast. 

Set in ‘Hackneytopia’, the 
script is littered with 
knowing references to local 
life, but there’s a serious 
message about community 
togetherness underlying the 
comedy. Clive says: “No 
matter where you go on the 
planet there are going to be 
people who spoil it for the 
rest of us. But I think in 
Hackney people really want 
to get on.” 

When Clive was growing 
up he wanted to be a chef 
i or fine artist, but wasn’t 
\ very good at either. Acting 
came naturally however. 

. Now well respected in the 
industry, his dedication to 
j panto has brought 
redibility to the genre. He’s 


appeared 
in some of 
the West End’s best known 
shows, including Carousel, 
and Guys and Dolls, for 
which he won a coveted 
Olivier Award - theatre’s 
equivalent of the Oscars. 

“To have your peers, 
people that you respect, 
who are above you and 
have been doing it for 
longer, look at you and 
say, ‘we think what 
you’ve done is amazing’, 
is a great accolade,” he 
says. 

It’s not just the 
theatrical 
establishment who have 
taken Clive to their hearts - 
Hackney has too. I suggest it 
must be his Northern 
charm. “Init!” he jokes in a 
sketchy east London accent.

“One of the things I’ve 
always felt about theatre, 
but is even more true with 
the Empire, is the show 
starts the minute you walk 
through the front door, not 
the minute you sit down in 
the auditorium and the 
lights go on. The minute 
you’re received here you’re 
part of the panto and 
everybody is working 
towards a fantastic night.” 


Clive 

has appeared in 
television, film 
and on radio, 
but says he feels equally 
comfortable on the Hackney 
stage. Panto for him is as 
much a craft as any other 
kind of acting. “There’s a 
difficult balance to get where 
you’re keeping everything at 
panto level because you’re 
playing to the five-year-olds. 
The trick is finding that core 
of it where you may be upset 
about something, but you’re 
not doing Greek tragedy, 
you’re not doing Chekov, it’s 
panto.” And Clive loves it. 
“My thing is I have a great 
time,” he says. “I spend all 
year being told what I can’t 
do on stage and I get five 
weeks to do what I want. 
The fact is, I’m having a 
good time.” And so are we.

Q: I want to wish friends and family a Happy 
Christmas, but I’m concerned about the 
amount of waste sending cards in the post 
will create. What do you suggest? 


Season’s greetings 


A: It is estimated that 
one billion Christmas 
cards (1 7 for every 
woman, man and child) 
could end up in bins 
across the UK this year. If 
we all recycle just one 
card, this would save 
1 ,570 tonnes of C02 
equivalent greenhouse 
gases -the same as 
taking 500 cars off the road for a year. Cards can be 
recycled in your green box collection, or in recycling 
banks on your estate. The Woodland Trust runs a 
Christmas Card recycling scheme (see below right). 
Alternatively, you could send electronic Christmas cards 
via e-mail. The Council has one that can be downloaded 
from: www.hackney.gov.uk/festive-ecard

ReachOut! is an organisation 
which helps young children 
develop their abilities in Hackney 
and across the UK.

SCHEME to help 
expectant or new 
mums care for their 
babies has received 
national recognition with a 
Health Service Journal 
award. 

The Reducing Infant 
Mortality Programme was 
set up to combat Hackney’s 
high infant mortality rate, 
especially among the Black 
African and Caribbean 
communities. 

The two-year, £2.2million 
programme, commissioned 


by Team Hackney won the 
reducing health inequalities 
award and was praised by 
judges for its ‘rigorous 
assessment, combined with 
real community 
engagement’. 

It has resulted in an 
increase in breastfeeding, 
earlier booking and better 
attendance at antenatal 
classes, fewer emergency 
admissions for new babies, 
and less women referring 
themselves to labour wards 
too soon. 

The programme has a 
team of trained local 
volunteers known as ‘bump 
buddies’ and ‘birth buddies’ 
who advise women through 


pregnancy and support them 
during labour. 

Those identified as being 
most at risk are supported 
by two midwives, based at 
two children’s centres and 
the Sanctuary Practice, a GP 
surgery that works with 
vulnerable groups. 

The programme also 
includes nutritional advice, 
cooking courses, and a 
maternity helpline staffed by 
midwives. It is led by Jane 
Walker, a consultant 
midwife at Homerton 
hospital, who co-ordinates 
services by the hospital, the 
CHPCT, Shoreditch Trust 
and City University.

TWO of Hackney’s bus routes saw more eco-friendly hybrid 
buses join the fleet this month. 

The 276, which runs from Stoke Newington to Newham, 
and the 1 41 , from Tottenham to London Bridge, were two of 
only five routes to benefit in the capital. 

The new hybrid buses are cleaner and greener than diesel 
models. The combination of a conventional engine and an 
electric motor, uses less fuel and is better for air quality, as 
they emit fewer pollutants and reduce C02 emissions by up 
to 40 per cent. 

By the end of January next year, the number of hybrid buses 
in London will more than quadruple to 56, confirming the 
capital’s position as the home of the largest fleet of hybrid 
buses in the UK. A further 300 hybrid buses are set to be in 
operation by 201 1 .

This will mean the existing two tracks can be increased to 
four in the Camden area after 201 2. The funding is intended 
to alleviate bottlenecks and improve signalling and other 
infrastructure, in order to provide more capacity for 
passenger and freight trains. 

TfL is already investing £326million in upgrading the 
London Overground infrastructure and part of this work will 
allow eight passenger trains to run per hour at peak times, 
and six per hour off-peak, between Stratford and Camden 
Road stations by 201 1 . 

TfL London Rail Managing Director, Ian Brown, said: “We 
welcome this additional investment in London’s transport 
infrastructure. It will bring greater capacity on a strategic 
North London route which must carry both passenger and 
freight services.” 

The London Overground between Richmond and Stratford 
recently returned to running a full service after two and a 
half months of engineering works across the network, part 
of a wider improvement plan to upgrade tracks, strengthen 
bridges and widen a tunnel.

• 2 shallots, diced 

• 2 sticks of celery, diced 

• 2 carrots, peeled & diced 

• 1 large potato, peeled & diced 

• 1 bouquet garni (thyme, parsley & bay

• 6 small fillets of smoked haddock 

• 400ml milk 

• 14 cup of flour 

• Flat parsley, chopped 

• 6 slices of pancetta 

• 200ml white wine 


Method 

• Combine milk, bouquet garni in a saucepan. 
Bring the liquid to the boil, add your smoked 
haddock & poach 

• Take out the fillets, sieve & reserve the milk 

• Sweat the shallots, carrots, celery & potato 
in butter until lightly browned.
